Those acquitted of plotting ag- 
gressive war were Karl Ritter, 
Edmund Veesenmayer, Wilhelm 
Stuckart, Richard Walter Darre, 
Otto Dietrich, Gottlob Berger, 
Walter Schellenberg, Lutz Schwer- 
fn von Krosigk, and Paul Pleiger. 
They also were acquitted of a 
charge of a common plan and 
conspiracy ~to commit crimes 
against peace and crimes against 
humanity. 

However, Ritter and Berger 
were found guilty on a count of 
playing a part in the murder of 
Allied airmen who bailed out over

Rescue Effort Stirred Nation. 

Since 3-year-old Kathy, running 
at play, stumbled into the weed- 
covered well opening Friday after- 
noon, accounts of the attempt to 
reach her had stirred the nation, 
and the rest of the world, as few 
stories have in years. 

Even though nothing had been 
heard from the child since about 
an hour after she plunged into the 
abandoned casing, hope and 
prayer filled many hearts. A 
crowd of more than 15,000 watched 
final rescue efforts. 

Those efforts took, in all, 52 
hours; but it would have been the 
same if she could have been 
reached in two hours. 

Dr. Robert McCullock, family 
physician, said Kathy had been 
dead “since last heard from Fri- 
day afternoon.” Then her terrified 
screams drifted faintly up to her 
mother, efforts to have her grab 
a rope failed, and all was silent. 
There still was water in the old 
well after 45 years. 

The body was finally found late 
yesterday as O. A. Kelly cut 
through the old casing from the 
bottom of a rescue shaft sunk 
parallel to the well. He called 
up for a doctor to come down 
the 100-foot shaft. Dr. McCullock 
said Kathy had not lived long 
after her last screams. 

Realized She Was Dead. 

Kelly said he realized immedi- 
ately that she was dead, 

“But I didn’t want to attempt 
to move her until the doctor had 
seen her,” he said. “My work was 
to cut a window into the shaft. 
His work was to examine the 
child.” 

Dr. Harry L. Deutsch of the 
county coroner’s office performed 
an autopsy today. He said he 
could not immediately confirm the 
family physician’s diagnosis of 
drowning, but could say definitely 
that the child was not strangled 
by the rope thrown to her, as had 
been rumored. 

He said there were no broken 
bones and that she had been dead 


moved, confirming estimates that 
she lived only a few hours, Pend- 
ing laboratory tests, however, he 
would not amplify further. The 
coroner’s office said it had not 
yet decided whether to call an in- 
quest to see if respansibility can 
be fixed for the open well.

Birth Tells 


Parents of Her Death in Pipe 


SAN MARINO, Calif., April 11 
(AP)—Mr, and Mrs. David Fiscus 
heard the news that their Kathy 
was dead a few minutes before it 
was announced to the world. 

Dr. Paul Hanson visited the 
parents—under sedatives in their 
modest, darkened home—at 8:45 
o'clock last night. Then the doc- 
tor walked the short distance to 
the vacant lot—focal point of a 
waiting world—and made the pub- 
lic announcement that the 3-year- 
old girl was dead. 

It ended a long, nerve-shattering 
vigil for the parents. Much of 
the time during the long rescue op- 
erations, they had sat in a police 
car in front of their home. Near- 
by were motorcycle police—all 
ready for a speedy dash to the 
hospital should the girl come out 
of her underground prison alive. 

After Dr. Hanson left the house, 
the family minister visited the 
pair. Later, they issued a state- 
ment thanking al] the gallant 
workers. 

Mrs. Fiscus’ faith that her 


daughter was alive in her tomb 


never wavered until the doctor 
came to tell her she was dead. 

“Her faith kept me going,” her 
husband said. 

Ironically, the father is San Ma- 
rino superintendent of the Cali- 
fornia Telephone & Water Co., 
which had built the abandoned 
well 45 years ago. Recently, the 
father had appeared before legis- 


tal, Sacramento, asking that laws 
be passed to compel the capping 
of all abandoned wells. There is 
no doubt but that the old aban- 
doned well near home—the one 
that was to swallow his Kathy— 
accented his pleas to the Legisla- 
ture. 

As the doctor left the parents, 
the glare of the giant searchlights 
and photographers’ flash bulbs 
whitened the,sky from the home 
down the slope toward the once 
weed-covered well. 

Their only other child, Barbara, 
9 years old, who was told of the 
tragedy, slept at a _ neighbor’s.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP)— 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
said today western European re- 
arming proposals must be fitted 
into the general pattern of for- 
eign economic and domestic de- 
fense programs. 

In a statement interpreted as 
putting him on the side of those 
who think some reductions may 
be possible in other foreign. aid 
and military spending, Connally 
called for co-ordination of all the 
programs. 

“This is all one big undertak- 
ing and it “ought to be arranged 
so that one doesn’t hamper the 
other,” the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee chairman told re- 
porters. 

No Prediction on Savings. 

Connally declined, however, to 
predict publicly whether it will 
be possible to make sevings in the 
proposed Economic Co-operation 
Administration outlay or in mili- 
tary costs at home. This point 
was raised hopefully last week by 
members of Congress after Dr. 
Edwin G. Nourse, presidential 
economic adviser, made remarks 
interpreted as indicating he op- 
poses any increase 
Truman’s $41,900,000,000 budget to 
meet foreign arms costs. 

Truman said the proposal to 
furnish military supplies to other 
countries would be sent to Con- 
gress as a separate item. He left 
some doubt, however,

Moore then added that figure to 
the net gain in productivity and 
arrived at the total net gain of 
$102,073,040. 

“Tf this small sample were ex- 
panded to the entire accumulated 
and current needs, it is evident 
that the gain to the nation would 
be a significant fraction of the 
productive total,” he said. 

Estimate of Need. 

He pointed out that an esti- 
mated 8,000,000 to 9,000,000 Ameri- 
can men between the ages of 15 
and 64 are sufficiently disabled 
to need physical treatment, or vo- 
cational training, or both. 

“One of the major problems 
confronting industry and society 
is that of salvaging this wasted 
manpower,” Dr, Moore continued.

AS NO BUSSFUL 
PERICD OF EASE 


Profesor Says It’s Time 


of Adjustment Which 


Can’t Be Ignored by 


Keeping Busy. 


Americans must learn to recog- 
nize the fact that old age is a 
condition which cannot be simply 
ignored or banished by keeping 
busy, Robert J. Havighurst, pro- 
fessor of education at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said here to- 
day. 

He spoke at the opening session 
of a two-day institute on the 
problems of aging, in Brown Hall 
on the Washingtoh University 
campus. 

The coming of old age brings 
more new problems than most 
persons have faced since early 


adulthood, he said, asserting that | 


old persons have to learn more 
new things than do middle-aged 
persons, 

“Have to Unlearn Many Habits.” 


“Old people have to unlearn 
many habits and attitudes of mid- 
die age, which no longer serve, 
them well, and they have to 
learn to meet many new and per- 
plexing problems,” he said. “Old | 
age is a period of development | 
and adjustment for most people— ! 
and not a period of nirvana, of 
blissful and unstriving ease lead-| 
ing to a quiet and peaceful pass- 
ing out of this life.” 


Emphasizing the importance of 
considering the problems of old 
ase, he reported that the age | 
group over 60 is the only part of | 
the population which is growing. ' 
This age group, he said, has in- | 
creased 60 per cent in the last 40 
years, and will double itself in the | 
next 40 years. By 1980, he said, 
persons over 60 will be 27 per cent | 
of the voters, and could form a. 
potent political bloc. 


Whereas 74 per cent of all men | 
over 65 were employed in 1890, | 
only 42 per cent of such men were | 
employed in 1940, he said. He esti- 
mated that 10 per cent of all per- 
s0ns over 65 are too ill to be seen 
by strangers, and another 10 per 
cent is severely disabled as a re- 
sult of disease, loss of faculties | 
or crippling accidents. | 


Suggests Possible Solutions. 


America, he said, might meet the | 
problems raised by the increasing | 
average age of its population by | 
eliminating entirely the old and 
the young from the labor market; 
by reducing the work week to pro- 
vide more jobs, or by lowering 
prices or raising incomes to stimu- 
late increased production and more | 
jobs. 

He urged development of a phik | 
osophy about old age which would | 
recognize the facts that persons 
grow old at different rates and 
that each individual needs to de- | 
velop his own role in society when | 
he becomes old. | 

Dr. Roy G. Hoskins, former di- 
rector of research at Boston’s | 
Memorial Foundation for Neuro- | 
Endocrine Research, stressed the. 
importance of maintaining “a tol- | 
erable degree of self-esteem” to) 
achieve tranquillity in old age. | 
Much of the anxiety and restless-. 
ness of later years stems from | 
failure to maintain the sense of. 
self-esteem, he said. 


A Lifetime Job. 


“The best way to get through 
the trials of aging,” he said, “is 
to come into the latter years with 
a serene, well-adjusted personal- 
ity. But the attainment of such 
a happy state is, in itself, a life- 
time job. 

“Telling Grandpa how he ought 
to feel is entirely futile. He got 
into his own conditioning by his 
own experience and must get out 
by the same means.” 

Possibly as many as one-half 
the cases of maladjustment among 
old persons result from attitudes 
and behavior patterns acquired in 
childhood, he said. 

“A spoiled young brat is likely 
to end up as a spoiled senescent 
pest,” he continued. “While spank- 
ings are best used only as a last 
resort, they are, on occasion, a 
natural and wholesome way of 
installing law and order. 

“Since we all have to live in a 
world beset with frustrations, one 
of the greatest assets that the in- 
dividual can acquire is a good 
working supply of frustration tol- 
erance.” 

Advice on Friendships. 


In preparing for old age, indi- 
viduals should make friends with 
happy .and contented persons to 
learn the skills necessary for good 
mental adjustment, he said, and 
should, in selecting a job, realize 
that he is selecting not only “a 
way of making a living but largely 
a way of making a life.” 

In addition, “insurance against 
boredom” in later years should be | 
taken out early, by laying in a 
stock of enthusiasms and skills 
which can be used in later life, 
and in selecting a wife, “while a

The SPD has demanded a 
strong central government, par- 
ticularly with respect to finan- 
cial powers.

The occupa- 
tion authorities will not disapprove 
legislation unless in their opinion, 
it is inconsistent with the basic 
law, and constitution, legislation 
or other directives of the occupa- 
tion authorities themselves or the

The Berlin Sozialdemokrat, or- 
gan of the Social Democratic 
party, called Allied control of 
scientific research “intolerable,” 
and declared “the German econ- 
omy will be able to compete on 
world markets only if it is al- 
lowed to develop its industries 
technically.” 

Allied control of research was 
intended to prevent German de- 
velopment of any new means of 
war potential. 

Text of Statute. 

Following is the text of the oc- 
cupation statute: 

Occupation statute defining the 
powers to be retained by the occu- 
pation authorities in the exercise 
of the supreme authority which is 
retained by the governments of 
France, the United States and the 
United Kingdom. 

We, Gen. Pierre Koenig, mili- 
tary governor and commander in 
chief of the French zone of Ger- 
many; Gen. Lucius D. Clay, mili- 
tary governor and commander in 
chief of the United States zone of 
Germany, and Gen. Sir Brian Hu- 
bert Robertson, military governor 
and commander in chief of the 
British zone of Germany, do here- 
by jointly proclaim the following 
occupation statute: 


1. During the period in which 
it is necessary that the occupation 
continue, the governments of 
France, the United States and the 
United Kingdom desire and in- 
tend that the German people Bhall 
enjoy self-government to the Max- 
imum possible degree consistent 
with such occupation, that federal 
states and the participating laen- 
der (German states) shall have, 
subject only to the limitations in 
this instrument, full legislative, 
executive and judicial powers in 
accordance with the basic law and | 
with their respective constitutions. 

2. In order to insure the accom- 
plishment of the basic purposes of 
the occupations, powers in the fol- 
lowing fields are specifically re- 
served, including the right to re- 
quest and verify information and 
statistics needed by the occupa- 
tion authorities: 

(A) Disarmament and demilitar- 
ization, including related fields of 
scientific research, prohibitions 
and restrictions on industry, and 
civil aviation. 

Controls on Ruhr. 


(B) Controls in regard to the 
Ruhr, restitution, reparations, de- 
cartelization, deconcentration, non- 
discrimination in trade matters, 
foriegn interests in Germany and 
claims against Germany. 

(C) Foreign affairs, including in- 
ternational agreements made by 
or on behalf of Germany. 

(D) Displaced persons and ad- 
mission of refugees. 

(E) Protection, prestige and se- 
curity of Allied forces, dependents, 
employes and their representatives, 
their immunities and satisfaction 
of occupation cost and their other 
mequirements. 


(F) Respect for the basic law 
and the land (state) constitutions. 

G) Control over foreign trade 
and exchange. 


(H) Control over internal action, 
only to the minimum extent neces- 
sary to insure use of funds, food 
and other supplies in such manner 
as to reduce to a minimum the 
need for external assistance to 
Germany. 

(I) Control of the care and treat- 
ment in German prisons of persons 
charged before or sentenced by the 
courts or tribunals of the occupy- 
ing powers or occupation authori- 
ties, over the carrying out of sen- 
tences imposed on them, and over 
questions of amnesty, pardon or 
release in relation to them. 


Power to Act Reserved. 

3. It is the hope and expecta- 
tion of the governments of France, 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom that the occupation au- 
thorities will not have occasion to 
take action in fields other than 
those specifically reserved above. 
The occupation authorities, how- 
ever, reserve the right, acting un- 
der instructions of their govern- 
ments, to resume, in whole or in 
part, the exercise of full author- 
ity if they consider that to do so 
is essential fd security or to pre- 


serve democratic government in| 


Germany or in pursuance of the 
international obligations of their 
governments. Before so doing, 
they will formally advise the ap- 
propriate German authorities of 
their decision and of the reasons

Of Churchill's 
Talk at M.LT. 


Either Russia Will 
Change or West 
Must Force a 
Showdown. |

often that Winston 
| caurenii speaks in riddles, He 

did not do so at Fulton, Mo., 

where his plain words about plain 
facts sent the woolly-minded into 
agonies of wishful revulsion. But 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, he chose to wrap up 
the hard, terrible kernel of his 
meaning in such a way that it 
has actually escaped attention. 
Perhaps he chose to do this 
because what he was really say- 
ing was so terrible, so unpalat- 
able, that even he did not believe 
the time had come to use plain 
words again. But Churchill being 
Churchill, it is none the less im- 
portant to extract this kernel of 
his meaning from its rich philo- 
sophical wrappings. 
The significant passages of the 
great M. I, T. speech came at the 
close. In a relentlessly marshaled 
series of judgments, Churchill 
broke down the world problem as 
follows: 

First: The Soviet Union now 
confronts us with “something 
quite as wicked but in some 
ways more formidable than Hit- 
ler.” The Soviet Government is 
“pursuing imperialist expansion 
as no czar or kaiser” ever did. 

Second: Only “the deterrent of 
the atomic bomb in the hands 
of the United States” holds the 
Soviet Union in check at pres- 
ent. If it had not been for this 
deterrent, “Europe would have 
been Communized and London 
under bombardment some time 


: “We have certainly not 
an unlimited period of time be- 
fore .a settlement should be 
achieved. The utmost vigilance 
should be. practiced. But I do 
not think myself that violent or 
precipitate action should be 
taken now.” 

Fourth: It is worth watching 
and waiting for a while, because 
something may yet occur to 
change the course of history, 
as the death of Genghis Khan 
caused the sudden retreat of the 
Mongol hordes, at the very in- 
stant when all Europe lay open 
to their conquest. 

What is notable about this series 
of judgments is how much 
Churchill preferred to imply. What 


had “an unlimited period of time 
before a settlement should be 
achieved.” To what was he re- 
ferring when he said he did not 
“think violent or precipitate ac- 
tion should be taken now,” with 
sharp emphasis on the “now?”

Big Zoning Problems: Keeping Up) 


With New Needs, Enforcement 
To Benefit Community As Whole 


Planners at National Conference Concerned 
Over Control of Population Density—St. 
Louisan Points Out Proposed Ordinance 
Here Provided for Regulation.

RACTICAL benefits and applications of zoning in stabilizing 
the development of cities were stressed in the recent national 
citizens’ conference on commynity planning at Oklahoma City. 


Perhaps the most positive showing of benefit was made by a 
real estate developer from Dallas, who had indicated his conserva- 


tive nature by remarks on another subject. 


Houston, he related, has 


no zoning. As a result, he asserted, the interest charge on mortgages 
for homes and other structures runs from one-half to one and one-half 


per cent higher than the interest in Dallas, which is zoned.

moral is plain: 
where there is zoning. 


Persons at the conference were 
surprised that Houston, which 
has been pushing ahead in many 
ways, to become one of the chief 
cities of the Southwest, has no 
zoning. It is an exception. Zoning 
has become—mostly within the 
last 25 years or so—one of the 
most generally recognized phases 
of city planning. The United States 
has 1072 cities of more than 10,- 
000 population. At a recent report, 
somewhat more than half of these 
have adopted zoning ordinances to 
control use of urban property. 

There are 37 cities of more than 
250,000 population. Planning ref- 
erences show that all of these 
have comprehensive zoning ordi- 
nances, except Houston and possi- 
bly Portland, Ore. Of the 55 cities 
between 100,000 and 250,000, at 
least 45 have zoning. 

St. Louis a Pioneer. 

St. Louis is one of the pioneers 
of zoning, but the present code 
is antiquated. The City Plan Com- 
mission had submitted an up-to- 
date revision, which underwent at- 
tacks, largely from selfish inter- 
ests, and was allowed to die. 

It was apparent at the confer- 
ence that the big problems in Zon- 
ing now include the necessity of 
keeping pace with changing condi- 
tions and the difficulty of enforce- 
ment for the benefit of the com- 
munity in the face of demands of 
individual property owners and 
users. There was no great differ- 
ence in the story told by a New 
York City lawyer, head of the 
plan commission there; the repre- 
sentatives of St. Louis, and, for 
example, a woman member of the 
plan commission of a small Iowa 
city, who looked like a figure 
straight from a Grant Wood paint- 
ing. It was just a matter of de- 


ee. 
The St. Louis need for modern- 
ized zoning is generally similar to 
that of New York, where studies 
are under way for a change in the 
code after more than 30 years. 
New York Picture. 
“During those years,” said the 
New Yorker, Robert F. Wagner 
Jr., “our population has increased 
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from 65,000,000 to over 8,000,000. 
Large tracts of land have been 
subdivided as the city spread to

its outermost boundaries. Indus- 
tries which formerly existed have 
fallen by the wayside. In their 
place, new industries have arisen, 
reflecting the advances of science 
and technology into the furthest 
recesses of human knowledge. 

“The day of single-lot construc- 
tion has given way to super-block 
planning and the integrated devel- 
opment of large tracts of land. In 
addition, technical advances in 
smoke and fume controls and in 
industrial noise abatement call for 
sharp revision in outlook as to 
the undesirable character of cer- 
tain industrial operations. 

“Tentative conclusions indicate 
that we will add by 1970 a popula- 
tion equal to that of Cincinnati, 
with all the accessory facilities, 
services and employment.” 

It is in meeting changing and 
increasing needs, such as the fore- 
going, that zoning can play a nota- 
ble part. 

Population Density Question. 

Planners at the canference were 
especially concerned over control 
of density of population through 
zoning. The question is over a 
fair balance between the desire 
of developers to sell as many 
houses or apartments as they can, 
especially where sites are rela- 
tively expensive, and the need to 
prevent undue congestion of peo- 
ple. Aside from concern over 
light and air, the thing that many 
laymen do not recognize is the 
importance of preventing exces- 
sive and concentrated demands 
for all sorts of tangible and in- 
tangible things, such as schools, 
transit, sewers, water, trafficways 
and the like.

A NEW Arab federation, per- 

haps a new kingdom, appar- 

ently is in the making. A 
few days ago it seemed possible 
that the Syrian coup .d’etat of Col. 
Hosny Zayim might be the first 
step in the creation of Greater 
Syria: the federation of Syria, 
Iraq and Trans-Jordan under the 
Hashemite crown, long a cher- 
ished ambition of King Abdullah 
of Trans-Jordan. Since then, evi- 
dence has piled up that Zayim’s 


ideas are strongly in favor of 
Greater Syria. 


A dispatch of April 7 says that 
Zayim already has made state- 
ments indicating that he favors 
“some sort of confederation in- 
cluding Syria, Iraq and Trans- 
jordan, or at least a close political- 
economic-military alliance that 
would have most of the character- 
istics of a confederation.” 


At Amman, King Abdullah has 
made his first public statement 
for many months in which he 
openly mentions the Greater Syria 
project, saying “that the current 
political situation in the Middle 
East might force the creation of 
a Greater Syria, combining such 
states as Trans-Jordan, Syria and 
Iraq.” The King said that “Never 
since the Crusades have such 
strong forces existed as those of 
today which are driving the Arab 
states into closer political and eco- 
nomic unity.” 


On April 5, the Ramallah radio, 
controlled by the Trans-Jordan 
Government, made a statement on 
the new Syrian regime which cer- 
tainly indicates that it has the full 
support of King Abdullah. 

“The coup,” said the Trans-Jor- 
dan broadcaster, “was the rescu- 
ing of Syria from certain calam- 
ity, to which our dear Syria was 
doomed and which might have 
had consequences in other Arab 
countries. The Government was 
headed by a greedy man who was 
never satisfied with what he had. 
» » « The coup was a surgical 
necessity to save the life of the 
Syrian nation. ... The previous 
government was a source of great 
trouble for Syria. Instead of de- 
fending Syrian unity, it fomented 
discord... .”

BULGARIA REJECTS 
BRITISH NOTE ON 
RELIGIOUS TRIALS

SOFIA, April 11 (AP)—Bulgaria 
has turned down a British protest 
on the recent trial and conviction 
of 15 Protestant churchmen here 
on charges ranging from treason 
to rumor-mongering. 

Further, Bulgaria itself has pro- 
i'tested to the United Nations 
against discussion in the General 
Assembly of the question of re- 
ligious and other freedoms in this 
Communist-governed country. 

The Protestant ministers were 
convicted in Sofia March 8. Four 
were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment; the others were sentenced 
to prison terms of from one to 15 
years. 

Britain’s note, delivered March 
13, said the trial of the 15 Protes- 
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tants showed Bulgaria has no in- 
tention of living up to the terms 
of its peace treaty. 

In reply, the Bulgarian Foreign 
Ministry said the British charges 
were “completely groundless.” The 
reply said the British, for propa- 
ganda reasons, broadcast the con- 
tents of their note before receiving 
Bulgaria’s answer and added: 

“The Bulgarian Government re- 
gards such action as an openly un- 
friendly act toward its state and 
its institutions.” 


REDS SAID TO HAVE EASED 
DEADLINE ON CHINA PEACE 


NANKING, April 11 (AP)—Semi- 
official sources said tonight the 
Communists had postponed until 
Friday the deadline for the Gov- 
ernment’s answer to peace pro- 

als. 

Originally the answer to the Red 
demand for virtual surrender of 
Government troops was due to- 
morrow. Assurances have been 
given, Chinese sources said, that 
the Reds will not cross the 
Yangtze river before Friday.

Help to Useful Living 


The nation’s obligation to help its partially 
disabled veterans to a useful and satisfactory 
way of life has made it more conscious than ever 
of the important part which rehabilitation should 
have in any medical program. 

Whether a patient is the victim of an enemy 
bullet, an industrial accident or a maiming dis- 
ease, the object should be to restore him to 
efficient, productive citizenship instead of sav- 
ing him merely for weary years in a rocker or a 
wheel-chair. This is demanded as much by re- 
spect for individual human dignity as by eco- 
nomic considerations. 

That is why Washington University should 
have the generous and enthusiastic- support of 
the community in its campaign to raise $1,100,000 
for the construction and endowment of a re- 
habilitation center in connection with its med- 
ical school. This is the first time that the insti- 
tution has turned to the general public for funds, 
and it could not have approached the people of 
the St. Louis area on beha]f of a more neces- 
Sary project. 

The rehabilitation idea, of course, is not a 
new one. Work of this nature is now being car- 
ried on at the university, but only to a very 
limited extent. The Veterans’ Administration 
has made great strides in the field. Under the 
stimulation of men like Dr. Howard Rusk, for- 
merly of St. Louis, the Government has even 
set up a rehabilitation program for civilians. 
While the latter already has accomplished much 
good, it is primarily a financial aid setup. Its 
efficiency, therefore, is limited to the rehabilita- 
tion facilities available in a given area. In most 
parts of the country these are inadequate. 

In announcing the Washington University 
project, Chancellor Compton pointed out that 
8,000,000 to 9,000,000 American men between 
the ages of 15 and 64 are in need of rehabilita- 
tion. He estimated that 97 per cent of these 
handicapped individuals could be restored to 
paying jobs if given the proper treatment. 

The federal rehabilitation program already 
has demonstrated how profitable it is to change 
individuals who now are wards of society into 
self-supporting men and women who can pay 
their own way and, through their taxes, help to 
pay the nation’s way. Even greater is the gain 
which comes with lifting from such persons the 
depressing load of dependency and uselessness 
and giving them the chance once more to be in- 
dependent. Money cannot measure this boon to 
the spirit. 

If St. Louis keeps these things in mind, the 
university should have little trouble in raising 
the modest sum it seeks to establish a center 
for treatment and training, a project which is 
not interested only in getting the patient out 
of bed, but also in getting him back to a job. 
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In Less Than Two Hours 
In the local April elections, East St. Louis be- 
came the first community in this area to use vot- 
ing machines. The experience is worth notice 


since, in the words of the East St. Louis Journal, 


the results were “an unqualified success.” 

Twelve precincts used voting machines. All 
these precincts reported their returns to the Board 
of Election Commissioners in less than two hours 
after the closing of the polls. It was six hours 
later before the returns were in from the rest 
of the precincts. 

This time factor, alone, is a strong bulwark of 
honest elections. Thousands of elections have 
been determined by the “returns” from machine- 
controlled precincts held back until, in the small 
hours of the morning, the bosses knew how many 
crooked votes they needed to count out the 
nominees supported by the people. 

With voting machines there is no excuse what- 
ever for a slow count and laggard precincts. 
East St. Louis deserves credit for being the first 
city in the metropolitan region to take this for- 
ward step in election methods. 
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Gov. Gruening Is Finally Confirmed 

The selfish opponents to the reappointment of 
Ernest Gruening as Governor of Alaska really 
outsmarted themselves. To cap their campaign, 
they presented to the Senate Interior and In- 
sular Affairs Committee photostatic copies of 
documents linking Gov. Gruening with the Calles 
regime in Mexico back in 1926. 

All that is wrong with these so-called docu- 
ments is that they are fakes. The Chicago Daily 
Tribune reports that they were “thoroly in- 


vestigated 20 years ago and proved to be for- 


geries.”” This low effort was just what was need- 
ed to prod the committee into action. After 
sitting on the renewed reappointment for two 
months, the committee approved the nomination 
and Chairman O’Mahoney sent it to the Senate 
where it was confirmed without opposition. 

Thus is one of the errors of the G.O.P.’s 
Eightieth Congress corrected. This error caused 
a delay of a year in senatorial approval for Gov. 
Gruening’s third term. That was no way to 
treat a proved public servant, to say nothing of 
the people of Alaska. 

The Eighty-first Congress can more than can- 
cel out this record by granting statehood. Alas- 
ka and Hawaii deserve to be admitted to the 
Union, for reasons which must be familiar to al- 
most everyone by now. 
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The Same Problem Everywhere 

All over Europe—on both sides of the iron 
curtain—governments are establishing or en- 
larging nationalized medical programs. This ef- 
fort to provide care for the sick and the dis- 
abled is the one objective held in common by 
Fascist Spain, Communist Russia, Socialist Eng- 
land, democratic Denmark, Norway and Sweden, 
and totalitarian Portugal. There is as much con- 
cern about the problem in Poland, Czechoslo- 


vakia, Hungary, Bulgaria and Romania as in . 


Italy, France, Belgium and Germany—or in the 
United States. 

This is inevitable because essential human 
needs are the same everywhere. After food, 
clothing and shelter, the greatest need is med- 


ical care. And it is not a luxury—not something ° 


which people can have or do without, according 
to their means. Yet as Edwin Shanke of the 
Associated Press pointed out after a survey of 
Europe, medicine~everywhere was becoming 
more specialized, more expensive, and all too 
often almost unavailable. Hence governmental 
action. 

The ways in which governments act in this 
field, of course, are varied. A totalitarian dic- 
tatorship moves in because it cannot afford to 
waste its human resources. And its move is like- 
ly to be radical. A democracy moves more slowly 
because the motivation comes more from the 
grass roots than from the top. Its action is the 
effort of the people to do something for them- 
selves collectively which they find more and 
more difficult as individuals. But nowhere did 
Mr. Shanke hear “evidence of lay interference 
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with the doctor in handling his patients... 
Private practice still is permitted everywhere.” 

This should be solace for the alarmists among 
American doctors who see themselves being 
transformed into state employes. The United 
States is the last nation in which that will hap- 
pen, if it ever does. What is under consideration 
now in Washington is a national insurance plan 
which, in effect, would enable everybody to pay 
a decent fee for needed professional services. It 
is not a plan to regiment doctors. 


If this fundamental fact were recognized once 
and for all, more thought could be given—es- 
pecially by doctors—to the perfection of the 
Administration’s plan for health insurance. 
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Setback to “Fair Trade” 


The forces that have kept Missouri, Vermont 
and Texas from adopting the “fair trade” law 
will be encouraged by the decision of the Flori- 
da Supreme Court that Florida’s law is uncon- 
stitutional. Here is further support for the con- 
tention that “fair trade” violates good American 
free enterprise tradition by tolerating conspira- 
cies to suppress price competition. 


In its usual form, the “fair trade” law per- 
mits the maker of a trademarked article to fix a 
minimum retail price. If so much as one re- 
tailer agrees to that price, any retailer who un- 
dersells it is liable to prosecution. From the 
point of view of the merchant who is trying to 
improve his fortune by a greater efficiency and 
lower prices, this is tyranny. To moderate-in- 
come families who need to shop carefully, it 
means that there is no longer any saving in 
patronizing cash-and-carry stores instead of 
charge-and-deliver stores. 

Most states originally rushed the “fair trade” 
law into the statute books, almost sight unseen, 
because it was represented as a way of protect- 
ing small stores from predatory chains and big 
stores. The fixing of minimum prices would be 
a bad way to accomplish the purpose even if it 
were effective, which it is not. The national or- 
ganization of chain drug stores actually came 
around to supporting the “fair trade” scheme. 
The big fellows can and do sidestep the law by 
offering bargains in their private brands, which 
they can price as they please. There is no evi- 
dence that “fair trade” has enlarged the share 
of small business in retail markets, and over- 
whelming evidence that it has hoisted prices on 
nationally advertised goods. 

A.bill is before Congress to repeal the Miller- 
Tydings Act, under which the state “fair trade” 
schemes are exempted from the antitrust laws. 
The Miller-Tydings Act was slipped into the 
law as a rider on an appropriations bill, and it 
should come out. Congress has never let “fair 
trade” enter the District of Columbia. Its mem- 
bers should be as concerned for the people back 
home in this matter as they are for their own 
pocketbooks when they shop in Washington. 
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Hospitals and Illinois’ Old Charter 


Illinois State Senator Kent Lewis is 100 per 
cent right when he says that the Effingham 
hospital fire should alert the Legislature at 
Springfield to the need for more hospitals in 
downstate Illinois. One reason St. Anthony’s had 
so many patients at the time of the disaster was 
that hospitals in the Central-Southern Ili- 
nois area are few and far between. Survivors of 
the fire were taken in ambulances to other hos- 
pitals as far away as Granite City and Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

A hospital aid bill was passed by the last ses- 
sion of the Illinois Legislature, but it was ruled 
a violation of Illinois’ outmoded State Constitu- 
tion. A new bill is now being drawn with the 
help of Dr. Roland Cross, State Public Health 
Director, in the hope that this obstacle can some- 
how be overcome. 

Meantime, here is another reason for Illinois 
legislators to submit the question .of a consti- 
tutional convention to the people of Illinois for 
their decision. 
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The UN and Venezuela 


The UN General Assembly is being asked to 
investigate the military junta which is now run- 
ning Venezuela. If it decides to do so, the pro- 
ceedings may be rather embarrassing to the 
United States. But the embarrassment would 
not be unbearable. Indeed, it could be very 
useful by causing Washington to review the pol- 
icy under which it has been granting almost 
automatic recognition to Latin American power 
grabbers. 

The Venezuelan complaint has been made in 
a letter to Secretary General Trygve Lie from 
former President Betancourt. It is supported by 
a document drawn up by Betancourt’s successor, 
President Gallegos, the man who was ousted by 
the rebels. These two complain not only about 
the manner in which the present regime took 
over; they also cite numerous violations of basic 
liberties since then. For example, they assert 
that Venezuelan jails are full of political prison- 
ers, and that the independent newspapers of the 
country are being suppressed. 

The UN has more than its share of Philadel- 
phia lawyers, and some of them probably will 
argue that the Venezuelan affair is not the busi- 
ness of the General Assembly. Half a dozen 
Latin American countries, however, have so far 
refused to recognize the junta, and these may 
argue to the contrary. Chile and Guatemala al- 
ready have announced that they will support the 
plea for UN action. 

There can be no doubt about the fact that a 
decent, democratically elected government was 
replaced by a military dictatorship in Venezuela. 
And if that is of no concern to the UN, many 
an individual will have his faith in the useful- 
ness of the international organization shaken 
once more. 
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Majority Rule in the Amvets 

Missouri’s Amvets are disposed to run their 
own organization, and that is what is so heart- 
ening about their vote on the general pension. 

Nationally, the Amvets had adopted an am- 
biguous pension policy which National Com- 
mander Keats had interpreted as being in favor 
of pensions. When he began working for pen- 
sions, protests began coming from Amvets all 
over the country. Missouri Amvets at their con- 
vention just concluded were clear enough about 
their stand. General service pensions, they said, 
“would be a vicious raid on the Federal Treas- 
ury and a cheap form of politics.” 

What other veterans’ organizations—what other 
organizations of any sort—can point to such a 
display of democracy? Too many organizations 
are run by their officers and their boards of 
directors in ignorance and sometimes in spite of 
the wishes of the membership. We salute the 
Missouri Amvets for having the courage and the 
sense of responsibility to speak individually for 
themselves,

almost won exemption from presidential organization plans, capital 
of newspaper notes; calls their Missouri river scheme wasteful and 
says the pretense that it is goad training for war is “ludicrous.”

The one-vote margin by which the Sen- 
ate Executive Expenditures Committee de- 
clined to exempt the Corps of Engineers 
from the reorganization authority asked by 
the President is a measure of the intensity 
of the campaign the Engineers have been 
waging. 

The victory, to be sure, is a wormy one. 
For it is coupled with the “one house veto” 
by which either body of Congress could 
stymie the Administration’s reorganization 
proposals. This, in our opinion, is a per- 
version of the purpose of executive revamp- 
ing which could thwart all but the most in- 
nocuous plans. 

Nevertheless, the recognition that the 
private empire of the Army Engineers 
ought not to be exempted from the over- 
hauling of executive agencies is significant, 
and in this respect the Senate bill is an im- 
provement over the version passed by the 
House. 

On grounds of good public policy, the 
argument for nonexemption applies across 
the board, but it is especially important in 
the case of the Engineers. This nonmili- 
tary. extension of the Army into flood con- 
trol and navigation has run virtually with- 
out check. 

The Engineers have defied most efforts 
to integrate their activities into Mgoader 
programs of valley and resource develop- 
ment. A principal recommendation of the 
Hoover Commission in its repert on the 
Department of the Interior is that the 
Army Engineers be divested of their civil 
functions, 


Particularly ludicrous is the contention 
of-special pleaders that civil functions of 
the Engineers constitute good training for 
war. The Hoover Commission points out 
that of more than 50,000 persons employed 
by the Corps of Engineers on flood control 
and rivers and harbors work, only about 
200 are Army officers. This amounts to 
pretty expensive training. 


Just how expensive it is is difficult to 
judge, because rivers and harbors appropri- 
ations have been a favorite area for con- 
gressional pork-barreling. In practice the 
Engineers are responsible only to Congress 
and not even the Secretary of Defense has 
real control over their civil functions. 


The President, in his 1950 budget, called 
for $481,000,000 for flood control to be car- 
ried out by the Engineers, Certainly much 
of this will be expended on desirable proj- 
ects, but, along with these projects, there 
are others, such as the Pick-Sloan plan for 
the Missouri river, which are definitely 
competitive and wasteful. 


The most cogent reason for taking flood 
control and navigation away from the 
Army Engineers is that these are not mili- 
tary functions. This does not mean that 
they should go to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, which itself has resisted unification. 
Flood control and irrigation together are 
only part of the conservation job. The cry- 
ing need is for authority to place these 
projects in their proper perspective in the 
protection of all of America’s natural re- 
sources. 


When Heads Are Scratched

The attorneys for the 11 Communists on 
trial in New York moved for a mistrial be- 
cause Judge Harold Medina scratched his 
head while addressing the jury. 


Judge Medina denied the motion and ex- 
plained, with unruffled countenance, that 
when he scratches his head he’s just 
scratching his head, And though we are 
firmly of the opinion that scratching the 
head is an extremely complex gesture, 
especially among judges and deep thinkers, 
we attach nothing sinister to this particu- 
lar act. | 

Among monkeys and cave men and in 
the lower walks of life in general], scratch- 
ing the head has an immediate and practi- 
cal aim—so practical, in fact, that friendly 
associates are often moved to help. But as 
the head, particularly the top of it, has ad- 
vanced in pwblic esteem both as an aid to 
thought and as a symbol of perplexity, cer- 
tain motions involving it have achieved dis- 
tinct social significance. Plato is said to 
have scratched his head violently over the 


problem of justice in the abstraet and 
Charles the First with even greater vio- 
lence over justice in the concrete. 

If Judge Medina had doubled up his fist, 
grinned and knocked his skull in a vacant 
manner, we should regard it as slightly 
prejudicial to the 11 Communists and be 
more favorably inclined toward their mo- 
tion. Or had his honor seized hig head in 
both hands, rocked it sidewise violently 
and rolled his eyeballs up until nothing 
showed but the whites, we should feel that 
the attorneys had something on their side. 


But merely to have scratched his head, 
as all highly civilized men now do in vary- 
ing shades of perplexity from deciding in 
favor of beef stew or wearing their rub- 
bers to agreeing with their wives or weigh- 
ing the virtues of patriotism—merely to 
have scratched his head, we say, betrays no 
prejudice but is, on the contrary, a definite 
indication that the scratcher still has an 
approachable mind and is as perplexed 
over Communists as the rest of us. 


The Disappearing Rocker

Between Book Ends 


Fiction Stranger Than Truth 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE MOON, selected and 
with an introduction by August Derleth. (Pellegrinf 

& Cudahy, 458 Pages, $3.75.) 

There is apparently one category of 
fiction that is stranger than truth. It is 
science fiction. For years prior to 1945, 
its practitioners wrote of atomic ray guns, 
super flash jets, time machines and bace 
teriological weapons. This was, at first, 
known as fantasy, Buck Rogers stuff and 
the like and was designed for the enter- 
tainment of youngsters and tired business 
men. With the advent of the actual atomic 
bomb, however, the writers of science fice 
tion became more than just pulp writers 
for dime shockers. They came into their 
own. They were now prognosticators. Their 
works were collected in books like “The 
Other Side of the Moon.” ; 

Science Fiction, or S-F as it is known to 
the trade, is a pectliar brand of fantasy. 
Its progressive development has reached 
its peak only in the 
last decade. H. G, 
Wells fooled around 
with stories in the 
field in his “War of 
the Worlds,” as did 
Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs in his books 
about Mars and ine 
terplanetary travel, 
These were on an ade 
venture story level, 
True S-F, however, 
invokes the use of 
new and actual scie 
entific concepts and 
extends them into 
fiction. No longer 
does a space machine or a rocket suffice, 
Now there must be a scientific or pseudo- 
scientific jargon about relations of time 
and space, relativity, etc., complete with all 
the necessary formulae. 

August Derleth’s collection of 20 stories 
in “The Other Side of the Moon” was 
chosen to illustrate the most recent devele 
opments in the field. Two of the stories 
deal with the atomic bomb, some with ani- 
mal mutations, and the bulk, it seems, 
with some relationship of time and space, 
Mr. Derleth has selected his stories for lite 
erary merit in order to show the increasing 
stature of such work. This, I think, is @ 
mistake. Some of the stories are just a lite 
tle too literary, a little too “fine.” There 
isn’t quite enough unadulterated adventure, 

Another anthology similar to the present 
one is “The Best of Science Fiction,” pub- 
lished about 18 months ago. The book holds 
more for the real aficionado of S-F in the 
way of action. In his introduction, Mr, 
Derleth says that he has selected those - 
stories which enhance the distinction of 
the field. That is all well and good, but a

A crowd estimated at 10,000 per- 
sons, most of them reported to be 
Ukranian displaced persons, took 
part in the demonstration which 
wound up with an attempt to 
break into a building housing a 
Soviet liaison mission. 

German police said the crowd 
was protesting “Russian persecu- 
tion of churches.” Many Ukraini- 
ans outside Russia have opposed 
the Communist government since 
its inception. 

The demonstration started with 
a mass meeting. Whipped up by 
two hours of oratory, most of the 
participants set out in an un- 
organized procession. They were 


led by seven Cossacks carryihg a 
Cossack flag. They got into a 
fight en route when the spotted 
some “known Communists.” After 
the melee they continued on to 
the Russian mission. 

Witnesses said American mili- 
td¥y police with armored cars pre- 
vented the crowd from breaking 
into the mission building. The 
demonstrators. picked up stones 
from ruined buildings and threw 
them at the Americans. Then the 
M.P.s used tear gas in routing 
the demonstrators. 

At least five persons were re- 
ported injured in the riots. Sev- 
eral persons were detained for 
questioning. . 

A United States Army spokes- 
man said the D.P.s had been given

The Catholic chancery office at 
Springfield, Ill., is seeking to re- 
store hospital records lost in the 
fire. Without the records, fixing 
a casualty list and determining 
the exact number of victims in 
the welter of conflicting reports 
and confusion was a major task. 

Two nurses, Mrs. R. J. Stephens 
and Miss Anna Mae Hardick, 
Were assigned to this work. A 
list of persons in the hospital 
Was compiled from the names 
that nurses, nuns and employes 
could remember. From this list 
the two nurses checked off sur- 
vivors to determine the number of 
dead. 

“It was a slow job,” Mrs. Ste- 
phens explained. “Survivors were 
ecattered in homes and hospitals 
for a distance of 100 miles. Each 
report of a survivor had to be 
carefully checked. I never want- 
ed to be so right in my life. We 
couldn't take anyone’s word for 
anything. There was too much 
confusion and people were too 
hysterical.” 

As an example of the difficul- 
ties? involved, Miss Hardick cited 
a report that a certain woman 
had been in the hospital when the 
fire broke out. Investigation dis- 
closed the woman actually had 
died 10 years ago. 

It was more than two days be- 
fore a death toll of 74 was estab- 
lished.

which can be unraveled in only 
one way. 

Paraphrasing Churchill is a bold 
enterprise, yet his meaning be- 
comes obvious at once, if simple 
positive statements are substituted 
for his surcharged double nega- 
tives. Do this, beginning with 
the second of the four judgments 
above, and the following emerges: 

Because of the deterrent of 
the atomic bomb in the hands of 
the United States, we are safe 
for the present, if we practice 
the utmost vigilance, but there 
is a limit to this period of safe- 
ty. Thereafter, a settlement 
should be achieved. This may 
require violent and precipitate 
action. It is worth putting off 
this action, because the death of 

Stalin, or some other unfore- 

seen event, may shortly unleash 

an inner convulsion in the Sov- 
fet Union, which will suspend 

Russian imperialism and cause 

the Soviet power to contract 

within Russia’s former borders. 

There is here no straining of 
Churchill's actual words, except 
by crudely mentioning the death 
of Stalin, so clearly pointed to by 
the Genghis Khan parallel. There 
is here, also, a bleak statement of 
two simple alternatives. 

In Churchill's opinion, it is ap- 
parent that we have only two 
ways to survival. Either Russia 
will change radically and soon, 
of; when the “not unlimited 
period” of our safety begins to 
run out, we must force a preven- 
tive crisis, | ng, if need be, to 
preventive r, in order to secure 
a‘settlement with the Kremlin. 

When this will be necessary is 
suggested by his emphasis on the 
temporary American monopoly on 
atémic energy. In short, there 
must be a showdown before the 


Kremlin possesses an atomic 
bomb. 


Here is the first serious, public 
sSuggestion—dim and roundabout 
to be sure—that preventive action 
may ultimately be necessary to 
counter the Soviet menace. 
Coming from anyone else, 80 
startling a suggestion might be 

ored; but tens of millions of 
men have perished, the very foun- 
dations of civilization have been 
shaken, because Churchill’s warn- 
ings were too blithely dismissed 
on a previous occasion.

The 
reply is always the same, ‘Well, 
maybe our city is different; in 
fact, we think it is.’ It may be 
pure coincidence, but it sometimes 
seems that the persons who speak 
most eloquently why their town 
is different from all others are the 
individuals still living in the same 
houses in which they were born. 

“We made an intensive study of 
our own central business district 
and were able to show in num- 
ber of square feet that we are 
using less than two thirds of the 
area zoned for business. People 
were a little concerned why gas 
stations, beauty parlors, etc. were 


popping up in what seemed to be 


residence areas—they were resi- 
dence areas in fact although in 
some cases they had been zoned 
for business for 25 years, and 
most of the owners had never seen 
a zoning map. 
‘Scale Map Shows Situation. 
“We didn’t get too far when we 
said we had too many and too 
large areas zoned for local busi- 
ness districts. But when we were 
able to show on a scale map that 
a particular business district lo- 
cated two miles from our central 
business area was large enough to 
contain 10 of our largest depart- 
ment stores and that it was big 
enough for an outdoor movie—and 
that it was being considered for 
that—then it was easy to sell the 
idea that the area was overzoned 
and shouN be reduced, 
“In another area we were able 
to demonstrate that within a ra- 
dius of 300 yards of a certain 
point there existed nine neighbog 
hood groceries, and others, too, 
just beyond the 300-yard distance. 
Many of the owners found it nec- 
essary to open from 7 a.m. to 11 
p.m., weekdays, Sundays and holi- 
days; business mortality was high. 

“A count of the houses showed 
that, if we were to assume that 
each family in the area had an in- 
come of $5000 and that they all 
bought all of their groceries in 
the neighborhood stores to the as- 
sumed tune of 20 per cent of their 
incomes, the combined purchasing 
power of the area would only pro- 
duce a volume of retail sales 
which would gross each store 
about $25,000 yearly. If the pro- 
prietors could make 10 per «cent 
for themselves after expenses, this 
would provide about $50 per week 
for one wage earner in each store. 
This is the kind of data that 
seems to provide the conviction 
we need in our city.” 

Results of Study Here. 


(The latest St. Louis study 
showed that areas zoned for busi- 
ness, industry and apartments 
were about twice as great, in each 
class, as the actual usage, while 
single-family dwellings and flats 
occupied more land than was 
zoned for them.) 

Stellhorn related also how his 
office used scale models to dem- 
onstrate the advantages of the 
modern “irregular, curvilinear 
street planning” for subdivisions 
over the old orthodox gridiron 
shape. The newer method, com- 
monly accepted among planners, is 
“still in the experimental stage for 
many people,” he remarked. 

A New Orleans planner inquired 
about ways of establishing a tran- 
sitional or buffer zone between 
residential and industrial districts. 
William H. Coibion, assistant en- 
gineer of the St. Louis commis- 
sion, said the practice here had 
been to insert a business zone for 
the divider, wherever possible. E)- 
mer Krieger, Milwaukee city plan- 
ner, brought up what proved to be 
a popular idea, practiced in his 
city—establishment of city-main- 
tained park strips, about 100 
feet wide, between zones. A 
panel chairman said that was not 
strictly zoning. 

“Zoning is a ‘thou shalt sot,’

Iron reduced quotations on steel 
rails to get in line with competi- 
tion. 

What seems to differentiate 
the present period fsom periods 
like 1920-21 or 1929 is that the 
economy is not, at least on the 
surface, saturated by debt. 
Banks, particularly, are liquid. 
They have huge holdings of Gov- 
ernment bonds, are rot pressed 
for reserves, and therefore are 
not inclined to press borrowers 
to repay debt—unless they think 
the borrowers are over-extended. 


True, business loans have de- 
clined for 11 consecutive weeks. 
This is partly seasonal—after the 
Christmas holidays; it’s partly be- 
cause the urge to buy—to lay in 
inventories—is greatly attenuated. 
By and large, business men are 
reducing inventories by buying 
less, rather than by forcing goods 
on the market. Liquidation is 
what the trade papers term “or- 
derly.” 

The price decline in the 1920-21 
postwar period was far more 
precipitate than the decline in this 
postwar period. So far the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics index of whole- 
sale prices has dropped 7 per cent 
in the seven months since August. 
That’s at the rate of one per- 
centage point a month. But from 
May 1920 to June 1921 the same 
index declined 44 per cent, or 3.4 
points per month. 

Farm prices, which have been 
on the decline since January 1948, 
are off 16 per cent, or 1.1. points 
a month. Last time, in 17 months, 
they dropped 53 per cent, or about 
3.1 points a month. Metal prices 
have just begun to drop. But 
from August 1920 to March 1922— 
19 months—they fell 36 per cent, 
or nearly 1.9 points per month. 


The inference is that we may 
get through this readjustment 
without a deflation which feeds 
itself. If so, it will be because 
debt isn’t forcing liquidation; 
also, because government sup- 
port prices are breaking the 
market for agricultural prices— 
preventing declines from feed- 
ing on declines and producing 
panic. 

Some indication of the stability 
of the economy was given by the 
unemployment statistics in March, 
Instead of an expected increase, 
the number of jobless dropped 
from 3,221,000 to 3,167,000, 

Perhaps a moderate increase in 
manufacturing unemployment oc- 
curred. But the slack was wun- 
doubtedly taken up in the service 
industries. And that may be a 
cushion in the economy. Though 
manufacturing industries may be 
laying off, service industries, 
which have not been able to com- 
pete wagewise with factories, may 
now be able to get workers. In- 
cidentally, in the week ended 
March 26, unemployment insur- 
ance claims declined.

The 11 are 
accused of conspiring to teach the 
overthrow of the Government.

government — any Iraqi govern- 
ment, for the time being—is sit- 
ting on a powder keg and doesn’t 
dare to say much, being engaged 
in an uneasy balancing act at 
home in order to stay in power: 
but the present Prime Minister 
of Iraq is Nuri es Said Pasha, an 
old friend and comrade-in-arms 
of King Abdullah — a fact that 
should be kept in mind. 

As to Syria itself, it should be 
recalled that the late King Feisal, 
Abdullah’s elder brother, was pro- 
claimed King of Syria in Febru- 
ary, 1920, with the apparent full 
support of most elements of the 
population. He was kicked out 
by the French, then the manda- 
tory power for Syria, in July of 
that year. Syria remained more 
or less in revolt against the 
French from that time on until 
their final withdrawal after World 
War II. Feisal’s grandson, Feisal 
II, a boy of 14, is now King of 
Iraq. 

In view of the complete collapse 
of the former Syrian government, 
the bankruptcy of the political 
parties—which proved to be mere 
groups of personalities, without 
roots in the country—and the con- 
sequent necessity of complete con- 
stitutional reform, there seems to 
be every opportunity for the Hash- 
emite house to work for the resto- 
ration of the monarchy, a form of 
government traditionally favored 
by many Arabs. The boy King 
of Iraq, now in school in England, 
might be a fitting symbol for this 
purpose, with his astute great- 
uncle King Abdullah taking over 
for the present in some form of 
regency arrangement. 

At any rate, it is now clear that, 
for the time being at least, the 
trend is toward the Greater Syria 
project; in the closing years of 
his life, the 67-year-old King Ab- 
dullah may see at last the realiza- 
tion of the scheme which has been 
so close to his heart for a quarter 
of a century.

Three men were on trial in New York for 
smuggling alcohol and investigators introduced 
into the record transcripts of 72 conversations 
heard over tapped wires. The men were con- 
victed, but they appealed, citing the Federal 
Communications Act of 1934 which forbids any 
person not authorized by the sender to intercept 
or divulge a telephone message. The Supreme 
Court ruled that it applied to federal officers as 
well as others. 

During the last 15 years one attorney general 
after another has given the opinion that the 
communications act was not intended to forbid 
wire tapping altogether. The Army and the FBI 
have been tapping wires right along in cases of 
espionage, sabotage, kidnaping and extortion. 
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GIVEN a few simple pieces of equipment, al- 
most anyone can tap a wire. The simplest way, 
known as a “raw tap,” is to scrape a segment of 
insulation from the two wires which complete 
a telephone circuit, and then snap on a couple 
of extension wires attached to an ordinary re- 
ceiver. In case you plan to try it, there are a 
few things you want to watch out for, however. 
The snaps which you attach to the wire must 
penetrate the wire to make a good connection. 
Otherwise it will set up a crackling sound, which 
we wire tappers refer to as “swing,” and which 
will tip off the tapee, in case he is a person who 
has reason to suspect his wire is being tapped. 

While the raw tap is the basis of all wire 
tapping, it isn’t used much any more. There are

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How Is Easter Date Determined? | 
Holiday, Which Antedates Christianity, Hops Around Like a Rabbit

EOPLE say that Easter, 

coming next Sunday, is 

“late” this year and that it 
was “early” (March 28) last 
year. Just what would consti- 
tute a happy medium has 
never been determined, but 
generally the suitability of the 
Easter date is gauged by ap- 
propriate climatic cenditions 
for keeping the small fry and 
their chocolate and shell cov- 
sae caitmmbes pastels 
or e 
and flower garden hats. 

Everyone knows that the 
date of Easter hops back and 
forth like the symbolic rabbit, 
and most people. have a vague 
idea that it is determined as- 
trologically. Few ‘know that 
the date was, for many cen- 
turies, the subject of extreme 
controversy, that many churches 
have observed it only recently, 
and that there may come a 
time when Easter Sunday, like 
Labor day and election days, 

= will have a fixed week, if not 
:° a fixed date. 

While Easter is accepted as 
the “annual festival observed 
by Christendom in commemo- 
ration of the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ,” according to the 
Encyclopedia Brittanica, the 
Easter holiday itself antedates 
Christianity and many of the 
time-honored customs, includ- 
ing egg coloring and fancy 
dress, are holdovers from other 
religions. 

There was no Easter observ- 
ance mentioned in the New 
Testament and none practiced 
by early Christians, They con- 
tinued to observe the Jewish 
festivals, including that of 
Passover, except that Christ 
was held to be the true Paschal 
lamb. The first dispute oc- 
curred when Christians of Jew- 
ish descent held that the anni- 
versary fell on the fourteenth 
day of the Paschal moon with 
the festival of resurrection the 
next day, regardless of the day 
of the week. Gentile Christians 
identified the first day of the 
week with resurrection and the 
Friday before with the cruci- 
fixion. With one group it was 
observance of the day of the 
month, with the other, the day 
of the week. 

To settle this dispute and 
others, Constantine called the 
Council of Christian Churches 
at Nicea in 325 A. D. to draw

Indecision was 
so great that in 387 churches 
in Gaul celebrated Easter on 
March 21, those in Italy on 
April 18, and those in Egypt on 
April 25. Controversy continued 
until the Gregorian correction 
of the calendar in 1582, Coun- 
tries adopting the Gregorian 
calendar were unified there- 
after and future dates were 
fixed according to a table pre- 
pared by Clavius. 


Because of the inconvenience 
of a widely fluctuating Easter 
date to schools and businesses, 
international chambers of com- 
merce have long lobbied for a 
fixed date, the Sunday after the 
second Saturday in April. The 
British Parliament passed such 
a statute in 1928 to bring Haster 
within the “orderly scope of a 
solar measurement of time,” 
but international consent to the 
change has never been ob- 
tained. 

Anyone interested in finding 
past or future Easter dates can 
do so in the World Almanac 
along with such other intri- 
guing bits of information as 
the candlepower of United 
States lighthouses, the duck 
pin bowling records for 1948, 
and a report on, “Sugar, the 
Molecule with 10,000 Deriva- 
tives.” 

Easter varies from March 22 
to April 25, but the two ex- 
treme dates are rare. Easter 
hasn’t occurred on March 22 


did occur on April 25 in 1886 
and again in 1943, and in 2000 
will be late again, on April 23, 
in case you’re young enough to 
be concerned. Next year’s 
Easter will be April 9, and in 
1951 on March 25, or a dreary ££

Eggs came to be associated 
with Easter because the eating 
of eggs was forbidden during 
Lent and they made their re- 
appearance on Easter morning, 
but the coloring of eggs goes 
back to Oriental church celebra- 
tions centuries before, while 
that bringer of eggs, the Easter 
rabbit is a pagan symbol of 
fertility. 

Many non-ritualistic Christian 
churches did not celebrate Eas- 
ter until the Ciyil War when 
they adopted the custom to 
bring comfort to bereaved fam- 
ilies by means of: flower-filled 
churches. 

From egg-rolling to bonfires, 
and outdoor games, there have 
been numerous Easter customs 
without religious significance. 
In France, Easter used to be 
an occasion for big handball 
games. In Northern England 
it was more like a suburban 
New Year’s, when the men pa- 
raded the streets with the privi- 
lege of kissing each other's 
wives. 

Most fascinating of old Eng- 
lish Easter customs, however, 
was the Easter Monday custom 
when wives had a right to strike 
their husbands, This joy was 
short-lived, however.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Fixing Window and Door Screens. 


N spite of all the wonderful new 
| ne screens on the market these 

days. we believe that there are 
still enough people who own old 
broken wood screen frames to 
make a column on repairing them 
worth while. 

When a wood window or door 
screen goes it usually goes at the 
joints. ese can be repaired with 
metal mending angle plates. Some 
of these plates are shaped to fit 


# "_jnside the joint. Others go on the 


outside and still others are made 
to fit on the broad surface of the 
joint. This type should be recessed 
into the wood to give them maxi- 
mum holding power. 

- You can also get a combination 
angle plate which fits on the in- 
side as well as the surface of the 
joint. These do very nicely. Any 
sort of angle plate should be at- 
tached with wood screws. Nails 
just won't hold properly. 

The main trouble with screen 
doors other than the joints coming 
apart is that they sag. One way 
to take care of this is to slip a 
wood wedge under the bottom out- 
side edge of the door so that the 
door is true and then attach a 
strip of wood so that it runs from 
the top inside corner to the bot- 
tom outside corner. Another meth- 
od of doing this is with a metal 
rod and turnbuckle. You can get 
this combination at any hardware 
store.

Victim of Communist Torture Methods 


Hungarian, Now on Free Soil, Tells How Reds Obtain 'Confessions'—Eyes Permanently Ruined

SALZBURG, Austria, April 11. 
OW the Russian and Hun- 
a garian Communists wring 
“confessions” by torture was 
told here today by Alexander Raf- 
fai, son of the late Hungarian 
Lutheran Bishop Raffai. Safe now 
here in the American zone of 
western Austria, the 48-year-old 
Lutheran church leader and for- 
mer railroad executive, kidnaped 
in Vienna by Hungarian army of- 
ficers two years ago, told how 
Communist military investigators 
permanently ruined his eyesight, 
how he was forced to stand for 
12 hours facing brilliant lights 
and clubbed whenever his eyelids 
dropped, how, for eight days, he 
was never allowed to shut his 
eyes; how, in a super-heated room 
with his interrogators stripped to 
shirtsleeves, he stood sweating in 
an overcoat while his strength 
slowly ebbed away in sweat. 

Raffai is the first of 736 
persons kidnaped under Russian 
sponsorship in Vienna to tell what 
happens behind gray-walled Buda- 
pest jails. 

He is the only person kidnaped 
on Vienna’s streets tu escape the 
Red net twice and reach freed 
soil alive. 

After his first escape to Austria, 
the Hungarians kidnaped him by 
a ruse, in February, 1947, when he 
was under hospital treatment in 
Klagenfurt, Carinthia, in the Brit- 
ish zone. 

This is his story: 

Raffai received a message to 
meet Elisa Seljan, who served as 
a courier between Budapest and 
Vienna for the democratic Small- 
holders party. She met him at the 
Hotel Queen of Hungary in Vienna 
as she had on previous occasions. 
This time she asked him to enter 
an automobile and go to another 
hotel] with the three men who 
were with her. 

When the auto crossed the 
Stalinplatz from the international 
into the Russian zone two of the 
men drew revolvers and revealed 
themselves as Lt. Col. Ernor 
Pataky and Capt. Stefan Sarenyi 
of the Hungarian army’s political 
police. 

The car raced toward Hungary. 
Ten miles from Vienna, Raffai 
managed to kick the driver so 
violently from the rear seat that 
the car plunged into a ditch. 

Pataky warned: “Get back and 
behave or your father and sister 
will be arrested tonight in Buda- 
pest.” 

The kidnapers’ black car ripped 
through the Russian, then the 
Hungarian frontier guard. The 
Hungarians had their gates raised

so the kidnapers could _ race 
through. 

The car broke down on the 130- 
mile stretch to Budapest. When 
he arrived at 6:30 a.m., after sleep- 
ing outdoors through the winter 
night, Raffai was immediately 
rushed before Communist Gen. 
Georg Pallfyoesterreicher, chief of 
the army political police and a 
former social acquaintance of 


Raffai’s. 


Raffai learned that the woman 
courier had received 10,000 fori- 
ents—that is, about $1000—reward 
for betraying him. 


The Red general tried to per- 
suade Raffai to say that Premier 
Ferenc Nagy and Party Leader 
Bela Kovacs were plotting against 
the Soviet Union and the Com- 
munist party. The general’s face 
was hidden when he put the ques- 
tions but a bright though not un- 
endurable light was directed on 
Raffai’s face. | 

At noon Feb. 6 the kidnaper, 
Capt. Sarenyi, replaced the gen- 
eral. He cross-examined Raffai for 
20 hours. 

When Raffai asked for milk, 
explaining he had been hospital- 
ized for food poisoning, he was 
given meat and coffee with the 
result that his bowels remained 
congested for the next seven days. 

Still unable to get a “confes- 


sion,” his captors gave Raffai a 
short rest under guard, then at 
10:30 p.m. he was taken before 
Col. Ludwig Foldi, 50-year-old 
former acquaintance. Foldi is now 
dead, reportedly secretly hanged 
by the government two months 
ago for having turned nationalist 
like Tito,

OLDI told Raffai: 
F “You are concealing things we 
must know,” he said, “but you 
need not speak. All you must do 
is to become a member of the 
Communist party. Join up and you 
will be sent as a consul to some 
country like the United States 
where there is a Protestant ma- 
jority. There you can tell the Luth- 
erans and other Protestants how 
well Hungary is progressing.” 

“Nobody would ever believe me. 
Nobody could believe the son of 
Bishop Raffai could turn into a 
Communist,” Raffai replied. 

“Then you are responsible if 
you undergo forced cross-exam- 
ination,” said Foldi. 

Raffai was turned over to a 
Capt. Georg Kardos, 

A bright electric bulb was 
placed 18 inches in front of his 
eyes and an officer with a club 
was stationed behind it to keep 
him awake, “After 15 minutes it 
seemed my two temples were fly- 


ing outward from my skull,” said 
Raffai. 


He was questioned until dawn. 


Every hour the Red officer forced 
him to drink a big glass of hot, 
bitter coffee, increasing his weak- 
ening loss of salt through perspi- 
ration. When dawn found him 
still unbroken he was ordered to 
stand with his nose against a 
brilliantly lighted wall with a 
bayonet pointed at his side. 


When, 12 hours later, he col- 
lapsed he was given cold water 
and asked, “Will you tell what 
you know?” 

After being allowed to sit on a 
chair, for an hour he was ordered 
to lie on his side on a bench seven 
inches wide and not to close his 
eyes. A guard stood by with a 
machine pistol to keep him awake. 


Next morning Raffai was sent 
to a low-roofed cell in the base- 
ment where he lay with 14 other 
prisoners on boards so arranged 
that adjacent planks cut into 
their flesh. He never saw his 
fellow prisoners because they were 
not allowed to face each other.

to enable him to answer. Kardos 
read him the “confessions” of the 
Smallholders party chief orga- 
nizer, Balint Arany, and Propa- 
ganda Chief Laszlo Gyulay. He 
failed to get him to amplify them, 


however. 

R icy cell, Raffai froze six toes 
through being confined in 10- 

degree weather without a blanket. 

After the questioning at the 
army’s No, 9 Nadarutza street of- 
fices failed to break Raffai, the 
Hungarian Communists handed 
him over to the Russians. At 
headquarters in Wilma Karalyno 
street, a Russian major ques- 
tioned him from 8:30 p.m. until 
2am. The Russian wrote a polit- 
ical confession which Raffai was 
unable to read but was compelled 
to sign. 

When Raffai finally broke down 
physically but not spiritually he 
was transferred to a military hos- 
pital where an officer remained 
at all times in his cell. 

One officer, unable to under- 
stand Stalin’s book on Lenin, per- 
suaded Raffai to explain it. 

Raffai was returned to the Rus- 
sians for another workout. They 
demanded to know how many 
tanks and airplanes the British 
possessed in Austria and “how 
many Hungarian troops were un- 
der British command.” After this 
interrogation the Russians kept 
Raffai two days in a cellar in a 
chamber four and one-half feet on 
both sides, with a half-length 
bench its only furniture. 

Twice again Col. Foldi renewed 
his plea that he turn Communist 
and accept a diplomatic post in a 
Protestant country. “You can be 
overseas in-four weeks,” he said. 
Raffai never yielded. 

In September, without ever hav- 
ing been able to consult the law- 
yer his 82-year-old bishop father 
had hired for him six month8 be- 
fore, Raffai was released. There- 
after he was shadowed. Five times 
governmental agents provocateurs 
visited him suggesting he organize 
partisan bands for guerrilla war- 
fare. 

Recognizing the trap, Raffai re- 
fused. Eventually he escaped for 
a second time into Austria. 

Though his health remains 
poor—he now wears glasses six 
times the strength he wore before 
his interrogations — Raffai hopes 
to go to the United States to tell 
the story of Hungary’s martyrs. 

He also revealed that Hungary’s 
most famous Olympic water polo 
player, Alexander Ivady, who was 
with him on his second escape 
from Hungary—had recently been 
seized from a house at No. 16 
Graben in the international zone 
of Vienna.

generations.” 

Sponsored by the American Psy- 
chiatric Association, the institute 
is the first meeting of its kind. 
The five-day meeting is being at- 
tended by 150 ranking mental 
in the United 
States and Canada. 

Dr. Tarumianz, who is chair- 


of mental hospitals is due partly 
to lack of understanding by the 
people and to “lethargy of our 
various national medical associa- 
tions and particularly psychi- 
atrists.” 

He added: 

“It is obvious that the problem 
is very serious, since there are 
almost 700,000 in various mental 
hospitals, and an average of 114,- 
000 mental cases are admitted 
every year to various hospitals for 
treatment.” 

The psychiatrist said there are 
about 490 public and private men- 
tal hospitals in the United States, 
and that to comply with A.P.A. 
standards they need: 9000 psychi- 
atrists, 3000 neurologists, 3000 
clinical psychologists, 40,000 grad- 
uate nurses, 92,000 trained attend- 
ants and others.
